Moreover, column 10 line 66 clearly teaches that information (answers for 
questions ) are stored separately. 

With respect to applicant's argument on page 3 that Farley does not teach a motivation to 
store answers and questions separately, has been considered. 

In reply: Farley, column 10 line 56-69, clearly teaches that the information that is already 
cross referenced and STORED SEPARATELY, can be retrieved and displayed together on 
demand.
